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REMARKS 

Applicants were required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 and 372 to elect a single species from 
each of the following four groups of species: 

A. An antigen. 

B. A specific immunosuppressive agent or a specific combination of immunosuppressive 
agents. 

C. A specific cytokine. 

D. A specific neutralizing antibody. 

Response to Species Election Requirement 

With regard to the four groups of species, Applicants elect the following: 

A. HLA-I. Claims 1-11 read on this species. 

B. Prograf (FK506). Claims 1-7, 10-19, 22 and 23 read on this species. 

C. TGF-beta. Claims 1-21 and 23 read on this species. 

D. Anti-IL-2. Claims 1-23 read on this species. 

Applicant understands that, upon the allowance of a generic claim. Applicant will be 
entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or 
otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. 
§1.141. 

Traversal of Election of Species Requirement 

Notwithstanding the above elections, Applicant traverses the election of species 
requirement. The various species for the terms "antigen", "immunosuppressive agent", "cytokine 
which can either stimulate or inhibit cell proliferation or activation", and "neutralizing antibodies 
against the specific cytokines" all possess the same properties known in the art and can perform 
the same fiinction in the present invention. Thus, the various species belong to a single general 
inventive concept and should be examined together.
